inevitably lead to war and the 
destruction of democracy.” 

In an open letter to the 
President, the churchmen ex- 
pressed their opposition to 
“the repeal or the evasion of 
the Johnson Act, the Neu- 
trality Laws, or any other 
similar moves which we feel 
place us closer and closer to 
the brink of war.” 

“We of the Churh stand 
firmly opposed to any unjust 
war either by England, Ger- 
many, America or any other 
country,” the letter asserted. 
“Our belief in God . .. our 
resolute determination after 
the experiences of the last 
war places us unequivocally 
opposed to any foreign policy 


which entangles us directly’ 


or indirectly in a war which 
is entirely Gontrary to the de- 
sires of the American peo- 
ple.”

Amter Calls

Introduction of two bills in the 
New York State Legislature aimed 
at outlawing civil rights in the 
state under cover of a “‘red-hunt” 
drew sharp fire today from Israel 
Amter, New York state chairman, 
who called for a powerful mobili- 
zation of democratic forces at the 
Lenin Memorial meeting in Madi- 
son Square Garden on Monday. 

Describing the bills as “war-in- 
spired,” Amter urged that the Mad- 
ison Square Garden demonstration 
register the people’s opposition to 
the measures and launch a mass 
movement that will “smash the 
legislative conspiracy against the 
democratic rights in New York 
State. 

“We have seen most recently in 
the case of France,” Amter said, 
“that such measures are prelimi- 
nary to a complete blackout of civil 
rights and constitute the grossest 
betrayal of the nation.”

‘Boom’; Presents 3-Point Program to

His statement in part follows: 
“The President ‘s telling the 1,- 
£00,000 workers now on WPA, that 
over 1,000,000 amorg their number 
will not be employed during the fis- 
cal year of 1942, only six short 
months away. The President is in- 
forming the 1,000,000 who wait 
anxiously on relief rolis for the op- 


portunity to take WPA or any other 
decent employment, that he will 
bar the road to work to them. 


TO CUT 800,000 


“The President asks Congress for 
$995,000,000 for WPA for the 12 
months following July. Yet practi- 
(ally the game amount, $975,000,000, 
was required to keep WPA going 
for only eight months in 1940. The 
funds now available for WPA run 
out March 1. 

“Present WPA appropriations 
have provided employment for an 
average of 1,000,000 during the 
coming fiscal year. Thus during 
those four months between old and 
new appropriations some 800,000 
workers are to be slashed ruthlessly 
from WPA rolls, 

“In spite of promises and illusions 
to the contrary, the unemployment 
wave rises, and does not recede. 
But where are the pleas and action 
on the part of the President and his 
‘uides-de-camp’ Hillman and Kenud- 
sen, for increased hiring to absorb 
the 9,000,000 unemployed? There are 
no such pleas. Instead there are 
threats to organized labor of speed- 
up, longer hours, wage-cuts.

A Message of 


War and Hunger 


¢ First President Roosevelt slashes relief 
and social measures in the name of “de- 
fense.”” Then Gov. Lehman follows suit in 
his message to the State Legislature; and 
Mayor LaGuardia toes the same Roosevelt- 
Wall Street war-party line before the City 
Council. 

Gov. Lehman’s message was a crude ex- 
ample of how the “defense” program rides 
roughshod over every critical need of the 
people. Not one social proposal was made, 
but the list of threats to the freedom of the 
people was headed by his advocacy of a so- 
called “anti-sabotage” law to curtail trade 
unions and to incite vigilanteism against 
peace-loving citizens. Both major parties in 
Albany are committed to this program of re- 
pression and war, all in the name of the 
magic word “defense.” 

Not only is the “defense” program an 
utter sham so far as “defending democracy” 
is concerned, but Gov. Lehman and Mayor 
LaGuardia act as if it is the sole responsi- 
bility of New Yorkérs to arm the entire 
country, and to make a military camp of 
this, the most progressive state in the Union. 

The common people can have much to say 
about whether this state and city is to be 
put on a full-fledged “cannon not butter” 
economy. First, full alertness is required to 
the Governor’s budget message, still to come. 
Secondly, a counter-program to protect La- 
bor’s rights, and to defend living standards 
and liberties has already been published by 
the State CIO. Around this program, the 
trade unions and common people can pro- 
tect those cherished rights against which 
Gov. Lehman and Mayor LaGuardia are now 
the spearhead of attack.

The CIO president told his press 
conference that he was opposed to 
any legislation “to deny workers 
the right t strike” including so0- 
called 30-day waiting-period propo- 
sals. 

Asked why a waiting-period was 
not good for the rest of labor if it 
was good fm railroad labor, Mur- 
ray said: 

“I don’t know that it is good for 
railroad labor.” 

Murtay bitterly assailed the man- 
agement of the Ranger plant of the 
Fairchild Engine and Airplane 
Corp. where workers were prepar- 
ing to go out on strike tonight. 

He declared that this corpora- 
tion was “trying te take advant- 
age of the defense situation” and 
had “refused to grant qa single 
concession to the workers.” 

In view of the concentrated at- 
tack on the right to strike, the CIO 
legislative program dealt vigorously 
with this issue. 

“The numerous proposals which 
have emanated from the diverse 
enemies of labor restricting the 
right to organize or to strike in 
any imdustries must be fought 
and defeated,” the CIO pregram 
pointed out. 


HITS ‘DEFENSE EXCUSE 


“The imposition of any such 
repressive legislation upon the 
workers of the nation will consti- 
tute a denial of the very dem- 
ocratic institutions which all 
Americans are determined to pre- 


Assailing those reactionary ele- 
ments which are trying to make 
use of the ‘emergency” to further 
their own trogram, the CIO pro- 
gram said: 

“At the present time the Ameri- 
can people are being called upon 
to defend their basic institutions 
and our democratic way of life. 
During this period of stress cer- 
tain vicious elements are attempt- 
ing to play upon the fears and 
emotions of the people in order to 
impose their policies of reaction 
and repression of the interests of 
the . The legislative program 
of the CIO is offered as a contri- 
bution toward the preservation of 
what the people seek to defend.” 

In an extremely important sec- 
tion of its legislative program, the 
CIO assailed tax bills passed at the 
last session of Congress putting 
burdens on those who can least af- 
ford to pay and giving sweeping 
concessions to the war profiteers. 

“The CIO calls for a revision of 
our tax structure by way of en- 
actment of sound tax legislation, 
including the elimination of all 
forms of consumer taxes, direct 
or indirect,” the legislative pro- 
gram said. 

The CIO also advocates “the im- 
position of a genuine excess prof- 
its tax, an end to tax exempt se- 
curities, progressive tax rates upon 
upper bracket corporate and per- 
sonal incomes, increased inheri- 
tamce taxes, and a tightening up 
of administrative loopholes.” 


UPHOLD BILL OF RIGHTS 


In calling for the defense of civil 
liberties, the CIO said that “the 
gains that have been made in the 
protection of civil liberties the Su- 
preme Court decision enforcing 
Constitutional rights must not be 
curtailed by Congress. 

“The spread of dictatorships 
abroad and hysterical fears at 
home must only serve to reaffirm 
the abiding faith of the American 
people in the great principles of 
civil rights and civ~ liberties em- 
bodied in the Bill of Rights and 
in the social legislation upholding 
the dignity of the common man.

maintenance and extension of our 
democratic rights and liberties 
and will combat any attempted 
legislative invasion of the civil 
liberties of any part of the Amer- 
ican people, 

“In the last session of Congress, 
a dill was introduced which may 
well have resulted in serious sup- 
pression of’ civil liberties. This bill 
authorized the FBI to make in- 
vestigation by wire-tapping and 
other means into what the Depart- 
ment of Justice deems to be inter- 
ference with the national defense. 


FIGHT WIRE-TAPPING 


“While the Attorney General has 
attempted to safeguard the use of 
wire-tapping by requiring a certifi- 
cate justifying its use, there is no 
safeguard upon the broad authority 
to make other investigations. The 
bill is a dangerous invasion of civil 
liberties and constitutional guaran- 
tees against unlawful searches and 
must be fought and defeated.” 

Two of the important resolutions 
passed by the CIO board today 
dealt with the problems cf the Na- 
tional Maritime Union and the 
other CIO maritime unions. Both 
resolutions were submitted by Jo- 
seph Curran, chairman of the CIO 
Maritime Committee. 

One of these resolutions con- 
demned assaults upon the CIO 
maritime unions and particularly 
assailed a proposal by Rep. Dirk- 
sen cf Illinois to put seamen under 
the control of the Naval Reserve.

LEWIS FAVORS AUXILIARIES 

In the latter regard, the American Federation of 
Labor convention at New Orleans did get ‘at least a 
giimpse of what can be done in giving the platform to 
the president of the national auxiliaries of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street, Electric and Motor 
Coach Employes. 

John L. Lewis, former president of the CIO, has 
given encouragement to the organization of auxiliaries 
in steel, automobile and other like industries. At the 
Columbus convention of the United Mine Workers, 
Lewis went out of his way to refer to the valuable 
cooperation of the miners’ wives in building and main- 
taining the union. It will be agreed, just the same, 
that enough thought and elbow grease have not been 
devoted to this matter. 

If women were more active in leading trade union 
positions, they would be able to do more than organize 
the unorganized. They would have a marked effect 
upon the hundreds of thousands of women who are 
organized in professional federations, women’s clubs 
and other similar organizations 

The National Association of Manufacturers is 
alert to the importance of these organized women. 
As one feature of its 1940 anti-labor offensive, the 
NAM has prepared an 80-page booklet, ironically 
dubbed “A Primer for Amthericans,” which is being 
distributed among the thousands of women’s clubs 
throughout the country. The booklet, it goes without 
saying, depicts this anti-union outfit as the key- 
stones of “Americanism.” 

The unsuspecting would think, from pursuing those 


- 80 pages, that the workers are living in a paradise 


which has been provided for them by the Open Shop- 
pers. Those who study the “Primer” 
against “irrational” unions, which of course are all 
organizations in conflict with the National Association 
of Manufacturers. 

Through emphasis on the cid “budgeting” racket, 
the booklet makes the quest for higher wages a minor 
and indifferent matter, of no consequence whatsoever. 

In carefully studied terms, the “primer” endeavors 
to rob the members of the women’s clubs of that social 
consciousness which they have evidenced on several 
eceasions. This piece of anti-labor propaganda is dedi- 
cated to women, the foreword explains, “because of 
the influence their thought and action will have upon 
the course of events in the months to come.”

A MEASURE OF PROGRESS 


Is not this move of the National Association of 
Manufacturers of deep concern to the trade unions? 
Labor has doubly an interest in women—not just be- 
cause of “the influence their thought and action will 
have.” The degree to which women are advanced in 
the life of the country is also a measure of the degree 
to which labor is advancing. 

In his masterpiece, “Sociali Utopi 
Scientific,” Frederick Engels remarked of the 
utopian Socialist Fourier: “He was the first to de- 
clare that in any given society the degree of women’s 
emancipation is the natural measure of the general 
emancipation.” 

In the Soviet Union, where the workers have freed 
themselves completely from the bondage of capitalism, 
women have at the same time won the greatest free- 
dom, politically and economically. Labor's cause is 
inevitably interlinked with the cause of women’s prog- 
ress. 

That the women of America intend to be a larger 
factor in the general life of the country is to be 
noted from the registration report issued by the New 
York City Board of Elections in the latter part of 
October. Women were the major con cause 
to the Greater City’s registration increase—310,476 
more of them registering than in 1936, while the male 
increase was only 178,081. 

In America’s largest city, women now constitute 45 
per cent of the registered voters, and in some sections 
of the country the percentage is even higher. 

If the unions will take greater interest in their 
women membership and in cooperation with women's 
clubs and federations, they will receive additional 
strength for the big test of 1941.

Getting Away 
From It All

Of course, wars were really not 
over; for between 1918 and 1928 at 
least a dozen wars had been in 
progress. But THE war was over, 
and since the struggles of inter- 
national imperialism did not im- 
pinge on the, consciousness of the 
average American, it was not diffi- 
cult to entertain the illusion that 
we were living in a “peaceful” pe- 
riod. 


It was up in Essex County, not 
far from where the bones of John 
Brown lie buried at North Ejba, 
that the Kents found their farm. 
It was run down, the soil was of 
the New England calvanistic qual- 
ity, but there were 300 acres of the 
Paradise and from wherever you 
stood you could see Whiteface 
Mountain. 

A great place, one would think, 
to work, contemplate the universe 
and invite your writer and artist 
friends to week-ends where Gar- 
gantuan feasts were laid on long 
tables in the open-air. 

But it’s hard to be an “ivory tower” 
artist when you have the fighting 
spirit in you and have a congenital 
hatred for money-grubing corpo- 
rations, even if they mantle them- 
selves in the cloak of “public serv- 
ice.” 

Hence, no sooner had artist Kent

© Eligibility Is Not the Point 
© NYU ADMITS a Jim-Crow Policy

This department had a talk with Prof. Philip 0. Badger, 
NYU athletic director, the other day about the case of 
Jim Coward, ineligible Negro cager. 

Professor Badger is a big. bluff man who's a power in college sports 
Circles. He recently was elected president of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, important rule-making body. 

Speaking calmly and, as he declared, “holding nothing back,” 
Professer Badger told me that Coward's ineligibility was due 
purely and simply to scholastic reasons. Coward, he said, lacked 
the necessary credits to qualify for this year's five. Students who 
maintain that lying behind the ineligibility is NYU's unwillingness 
to break its Tim Crow standards—to insist on Southern teams 
facing NYU's Nezro athletes down South—have cooked up a case, 
he said, merely for “agitational” purposes. He insisted there was 
nothing “anti-Negro” in Coward's disqualification: he just didn't 
have the necescary credits.
